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LATEST  NEWS  ON  THE  1980  NETHERLANDS  COINAGE

The  1980  coins  are  undergoing  a tremendous  boom  here  in  Holland,  a 
situation  sometimes  bordering  on  the  absurd.  There  was  a chance  there 
would  be  three  varieties  of  1980  Dutch  coins.  The  old  mintmaster  re- 
tired as  of  January  1st  and  his  temporary  replacement  has  used  a hen 
plus  star  as  his  privy  mark.  There  was  a chance  there  would  be  Juliana 
coins  with  the  privy  mark  of  the  new  mintmaster,  and  (if  the  new  dies 
were  ready  early  enough)  new  Beatrix  coins.  The  Beatrix  coins  will 
not  be  coming  out  until  1981  at  the  earliest,  to  nobody’s  surprise. 

The  new  mintmaster  has  started  work,  but  to  prevent  hoarding  the  gov- 
ernment is  keeping  the  hen  and  star  privy  mark  on  all  coins  struck 
dated  1980. 

One  cent  pieces  have  disappeared  from  view,  1980's  sell  at  75X  their 
value,  which  is  only  temporary,  I'm  sure.  The  10c  pieces  have  yet 
to  be  seen  by  myself,  although  I've  been  told  they  have  been  released. 
5c,  25C,  1 G and  2-1/2  G coins  dated  1980  are  readily  available.

TURKISH  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  PUBLISHES  VOLUME  5 OF  ITS  BULLETIN

In  the  main  this  latest  volume  of  the  Turkish  Numismatic  Society  is 
a series  of  short  notes  on  individual  Turkish  coins.  Except  for  the 
translation  into  English  of  an  article  by  Tuncay  Aykut  on  the  Danish- 
mend  coinage,  and  one  by  Kenneth  Mackenzie  on  overstruck  foreign 
silver  coins  (Mustafa  II),  they  are  all  in  Turkish.  There  is  a write 
up  of  the  medals  issued  to  date  by  the  TNS.  There  is  also  a listing 
of  the  1979  metal  coinage  of  Turkey. 

The  Danishmend  coinage  (copper)  is  unusual  in  that  its  legends  are  in 
Greek.  (Wrong  attribution  in  Nure  Pere.) 

The  coinage  had  a double  interest  for  myself.  The  Danigmend  family 
is  still  in  existence.  I had  two  Danigmend  boys  at  school  during 
World  War  II  and  the  father,  who  spoke  the  best  English  (most  natural, 
and  no  accent)  of  any  Turk  I ever  met,  could  have  passed  anywhere  as 
an  Englishman.  He  was  a journalist  and  a Scottish  Rite  Mason  - their 
existence  in  Turkey  then  being  banned  (it  may  still  be) . Part  of  the 
1908  (I  think)  rebellion  against  Abdul  Hamid  had  been  plotted  in 
Salonika,  in  some  Masonic  gathering,  and  Mustafa  Kemal  was  aware  of 
this .

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COLLECTING  WORLD 
TOPICAL  COINS 

CHRISTOPHER  COLUMBUS

In  general,  topical  collecting  may  involve  an  historical  or  subjective 
relationship,  or  simply  similar  visual  characteristics,  of  a group  of 
coins  or  currency.  This  broadening  of  the  areas  of  collector  interests 
related  to  coins,  automatically  opens  the  doors  to  subjects  of  inter- 
esting reading  and  study.  As  nearly  all  coins  relate  to  people,  events, 
places  or  things  , it  is  merely  a matter  of  selecting  a subject  of  int- 
erest for  greater  enjoyment  from  the  hobby  of  numismatics. 

A slide  program  titled  "The  Great  Discoverer"  was  presented  as  a part 
of  the  Numismatics  International  Coin  Exposition  (NICE)  1979  Educa- 
tional Forum.  It  was  presented  as  an  example  of  world  coin  topical 
collecting,  along  with  a few  comments  regarding  how  little  most  deal- 
ers promote  topical  collecting.  This  article  was  derived  from  that 
program. 

The  coins  covered  in  this  article  are  related  to  Christopher  Columbus, 
some  more  directly  than  others.  Categorically,  the  coins  are  modern 
and  medieval,  and  in  either  case  they  are  "metallic  ink"  records  of 
history . 

It  would  not  be  appropriate  to  talk  about  Christopher  Columbus  without 
including  his  sponsors  and  benefactors.  Queen  Isabella  was  both  spons- 
or and  benefactor  to  Columbus,  but  King  Fernando  was  much  more  con- 
cerned with  military  affairs  - and  affairs  of  the  heart. 

Queen  Isabella  was  a far-sighted  humanitarian,  who  became  convinced 
Columbus  should  sail  for  Spain.  This  group  brings  together  modem 
coins  commemorating  Columbus,  and  Spanish  coins  of  the  Fernando  & 
Isabella  reign  when  Columbus  made  his  voyages  of  discovery. 

Fig.  1 (following  page)  shows  Columbus  on  a 1908  silver  Peso  of  El 
Salvador,  the  location  of  his  first  landfall  in  the  new  world.  This 
is  the  youngest  appearing  image  of  Columbus  on  coins.  He  was  born 
sometime  between  August  and  October  1451,  and  died  May  19,  1506. 

He  was  bom  in  Genoa,  the  son  and  grandson  of  woolen  weavers,  who  had 
been  living  in  various  towns  of  the  Genoese  Republic  for  at  least 
three  generations.  His  father  was  a master  clothier,  who  probably 
owned  more  than  one  loom,  bought  his  own  wool,  sold  the  finished  cloth, 
and  taught  apprentice  boys  their  trade.  He  handled  sidelines  of  cheese 
and  wines .

During  his  youth,  Christopher  and 
his  brother  Bartholomew  carded  raw 
wool.  His  mother  spun  it  into  yarn 
and  died  it.  She  and  the  boys  wove 
the  yam  into  cloth. 

At  the  age  of  19  Christopher  was  a 
hard-working,  steady-going  young 
man,  considered  to  be  a better  risk 
than  his  father.  This  was  because 
his  father  sometimes  imbibed  too 
freely  of  his  wine  stock. 

Christopher  lived  in  Genoa  about  20 
years,  and  a year  or  so  in  Savona. 
He  may  have  started  going  to  sea  at 
the  age  of  12,  but  always  returned 
to  the  family  until  joining  his 
brother  in  Lisbon.

She  was  the  daughter  of  D.  Bartholo- 
mew Perestrello,  a member  of 
Portuguese  aristocracy.  Christo- 
pher was  a foreign  chart  maker  of 
low  birth.  Apparently  they  met 
Fig.  2 at  the  chapel  of  the  Convento  dos 

Santos  in  Lisbon,  and  his  wooing 
was  probably  managed  through  one  of  those  sidewalk-to-window  affairs. 
Modem  Spanish  and  Portuguese  refer  to  this  process  as  "eating  iron". 
They  were  married  in  1479,  and  one  son,  Diego,  was  born  of  this  union. 
Felipa  died  shortly  after  the  birth  of  Diego. 


Fig.  2 is  one  of  the  few  cases 
where  Columbus  is  shown  with  a 
beard.  This  is  an  1892  fifty 
centavos  silver  commemorative 
coin  of  Columbia.  It  commemorates 
the  400th  anniversary  of  Columbus' 
discovery  of  the  new  world. 

Columbus  met  and  married  his  wife. 
Dona  Felipa  Perestrello  e Moniz, 
during  the  period  he  and  his 
brother  Bartholomew  were  partners 
in  a Lisbon  chart  shop. 


Christopher's  second  son  evolved  from  a later  connection.  During  1484 
and  1485,  when  he  was  in  Cordova  waiting  to  appear  at  court,  he  entered 
into  relations  with  a young  woman  named  Beatriz  Enriquez  de  Harana. 

She  became  his  mistress,  and  one  son,  Fernando  Columbus,  resulted  from 
this  union. 

Queen  Isabella  (Fig.  3),  copied  from  an  etching  reproduced  in  Vol.  1 
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of  Heiss'  works  on  Span- 
ish money  published  in 
1865,  is  shown  here.  She 
agreed  to  finance  Columbus' 
first  voyage  of  discovery, 

- after  having  been  per- 
suaded by  Luis  de  Santan- 
gel.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  risk  and  cost  were 
small,  compared  to  the 
benefits  to  both  church 
and  crown  if  he  was  suc- 
cessful, and  somewhat  the 
opposite  if  Columbus 
carried  out  the  enter- 
prise for  another  monarch. 

History  indicated  Queen 
Isabella  actually  offered 
to  sell  some  of  her  jewels 
to  finance  the  voyage. 

Luis  de  Santangel,  keeper 
of  the  Privy  Purse  to 
King  Fernando,  assured  the 
Queen  finances  could  be 
arranged . 


It  may  be  of  interest  that 
"Vatican  historians  have 
completed  their  research 
into  possible  beatification  of  Queen  Isabella,  the  founder  of  modem 
Spain,  who  drove  out  the  Moors,  launched  the  Inquisition  and  sent  Colum- 
bus to  America".

The  crowned  head  of  Queen  Isabella  (Fig.  4)  on  the  1893  United  States 
Columbian  Exposition  quarter  dollar  appears  to  have  some  likeness  to 
the  etching  shown  as  Fig.  3. 
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Shown  here  (Fig.  5)  is 
Fernando  V,  also  from 
Heiss'  Vol.  1.  The  mar- 
riage of  Fernando  of  Ara- 
gon and  Isabella  of  Cas- 
tile in  1469  united  mod- 
ern Spain.  Pope  Innocent 
VIII  granted  the  title  of 
Reyes  Catolicos  - Catholic 
Sovereigns.  They  were 
joint  rulers  of  Castile, 
Leon  and  Aragon  for  12 
years  before  Columbus  was 
invited  to  their  court. 

It  was  another  five  years 
before  he  sailed  on  his 
first  voyage  of  discovery. 
The  long  delay  was  due  to 
politics,  a shortage  of 
funds  in  the  royal  treas- 
ury, and  the  lengthy 
period  required  to  complete 
the  conquest  of  Granada. 

History  records  Fernando 
V as  a leader  and  good 
soldier.  He  also  fathered 
four  illegitimate  children, 
Fig.  5 each  by  a different  mother.

It  is  not  known  why  Columbus  assumed  el-Farghani  used  Roman  miles, 
but  he  did  so  when  he  expressed  the  circumference  of  the  earth  as 
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5,100  leagues.  A league  equals  four  Roman  miles,  and  a Roman  mile 
equals  only  1,616  yards,  whereas  our  mile  equals  1,760  yards. 

As  Columbus  saw  it,  5,100  leagues  equals  20,400  Roman  miles,  or  18,730 
of  our  miles. 

Thus  it  may  be  seen  from  Fig.  6 a projection  of  the  earth  based  on 
Columbus'  computation,  compared  to  the  actual  dimensions  of  the  world 
below,  why  he  was  convinced  it  would  be  possible  to  reach  Asia  by 
sailing  West,  in  the  ships  of  his  time. 

His  computations  placed  Japan  (Cipangu)  and  Asia  fairly  close  to  the 
same  distance  from  Spain,  as  North  America  was  subsequently  found  to 
be. 


The  reverse  of  this  1973  ten  dollar  silver  commemorative  50  mm  coin 
of  the  Bahama  Islands  (Fig.  7)  includes  a representation  of  the  Santa 
Maria  in  considerable  detail.  Except  for  the  missing  starboard  shrouds, 
this  version  closely  resembles  a three  masted  Portuguese  or  Spanish 
ship  of  the  period.

Fig.  8 is  the  reverse  of  the  United  States  Columbian  Exposition  Com- 
memorative half  dollar  dated  1892,  for  the  400th  anniversary  of 
Columbus'  discovery  of  the  new  world. 

The  after-castle  is  abnormally  high  on  this  example  of  the  Santa 
Maria.  Also,  the  shape  of  the  sails  is  inconsistent  with  the  sails 
generally  used  during  Columbus'  time.  Actually,  they  were  taller 
than  wide,  almost  square,  and  with  the  addition  of  bonnets,  they  be- 
came much  taller  than  wide. 

Fig.  9 (following  page)  is  the  Santa  Maria  - this  model  is  by  R.  C. 
Anderson,  author  of  The  Sailing  Ship,  Six  Thousand  Tears  of  History. 
It  is  in  the  Gallery  of  American  Art  at  Andover,  Mass.

The  British  Crown  Colony  of  Turks  & Caicos  tried  to  keep  alive  an  un- 
founded claim,  which  disputed  El  Salvador,  as  Columbus'  first  landing 
place  in  the  new  world,  and  claimed  instead,  that  his  first  landing 
was  on  the  island  of  Grand  Turk.  A commemorative  twenty  crown  silver 
coin  was  issued  in  1975  (Fig.  12). 


The  Santa  Maria  has  pennants  streaming  in  opposite  directions,  and 
Columbus  is  depicted  more  as  an  aristocrat  than  we  normally  see  him.

The  object  of  Columbus'  second  voyage  was  to  confirm  his  hopes  that 
Cuba  was  a peninsula  of  Asia.  He  planned  to  explore  the  coast  until 
continental  characteristics  had  been  confirmed.  He  failed  in  this  as 
well  as  his  attempt  to  find  a significant  source  of  gold.  He  visited 
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Jamaica  twice  during  this  voyage.  His  flagship  was  the  old  faithful 
Nina,  shown  with  him  on  this  Jamaica  ten  dollar  silver  commemorative 
coin  dated  1975  (Fig.  13). 

Columbus'  third  voyage  included  six  ships,  divided  into  two  equal 
groups.  The  northern  group  sailed  directly  for  Hispaniola.  The 
southern  group,  commanded  by  the  Admiral,  crossed  just  south  of  10° 
North  Latitude.  His  purpose  was  to  investigate  the  Portuguese  theory 
that  a large  continent  "lay  athwart  the  Equator  somewhere  out  in  the 
Western  Ocean".  The  Admiral  did  not  go  far  enough  South  to  find  South 
America  at  the  Equator.  Instead,  his  landfall  was  the  three  hills  of 
Trinidad. 

Fig.  14  is  the  reverse  of  a Trinidad  & Tobago  1975  ten  dollar  commem- 
orative silver  coin.  It  shows  a map  of  the  islands  and  "The  Ship". 
History  does  not  tell  us  the  name  of  Columbus'  flagship  on  his  third 
voyage.  He  referred  to  here  only  as  "the  ship".  Trinidad  was  named 
by  Columbus,  and  there  are  many  other  places  which  still  bear  the 
names  assigned  by  the  Admiral.

There  are  two  stories  about  Columbus  as  he  is  depicted  on  this  Haitian 
1975  twenty-five  Gourdes  commemorative  silver  coin  (Fig.  15).  One 
story  states  it  portrays  Columbus  as  a weaver,  but  he  looks  much  older 
than  when  he  was  connected  with  weaving.  The  other  story  is  that 
Columbus  is  show  prematurely  old  and  disappointed  after  his  fourth 
voyage . 

A posthumous  portrait  (Fig.  16),  perhaps  by  Ridelfo  Ghirlandaio  of 
Florence,  is  said  to  be  influenced  by  his  earlier  appearance  as  a 
weaver's  son.  The  National  Geographic  magazine  agreed  saying  "this 
is  the  portrait  of  a weaver's  son,  who  sailed  into  history  as  Admiral 
of  the  Ocean  Sea".  It  is  obvious  the  Haitian  coin  (Fig.  15)  was  de- 
signed from  this  portrait. 

Fig.  17  is  from  a portrait  in  the  Civico  Museo  Archeologico,  Como. 
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Some  say  it  is  genuine.  However,  no  portraits  of  Columbus  were  paint- 
ed in  his  lifetime,  probably  because  the  great  age  of  Spanish  portrait- 
ure was  yet  to  come. 


There  were  more  than  seventy  alleged  original  portraits  of  Columbus 
exhibited  at  the  Columbia  Exposition  in  1892-93.  It  was  obvious  most 
of  the  artists  were  unaware  that  the  following  physical  characteristics 
of  Columbus  were  available  in  recorded  history. 


A concensus  by  those  who  knew  Columbus,  such  as  his  son,  Fernando, 
and  historians  Oviedo  and  Las  Casas,  agree  that  he  was  tall  and  well 
built,  red  haired  with  a ruddy  and  freckled  complexion,  hawk-nosed 
and  long  of  visage,  blue-eyed,  and  with  high  cheekbones.  These  de- 
tails describe  a North  Italian  type  frequently  seen  today  in  Genoa. 


Fig.  18  (following  page)  is  the  obverse  of  our  Columbian  Exposition 
commemorative  half  dollar.  The  image  of  Columbus  facing  right,  was 
copies  from  the  medal  struck  in  Madrid,  Spain,  to  commemorate  the 
400th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America.  In  turn,  the  medal 
was  probably  a representation  of  Columbus'  head  as  it  appears  on  a 
full  length  statue  and  monument  in  Madrid. 


Fig.  19  (following  page)  is  known  as  the  ideal  portrait  of  Columbus. 

It  was  painted  in  the  19th  century,  and  it  closely  follows  the  personal 
description  of  Columbus.  The  image  on  the  Columbian  Exposition  com- 
memorative half  dollar  appears  to  be  realted  directly,  or  indirectly 
to  the  ideal  portrait.

Fig.  21,  below,  shows  the  arms  granted  the  very  Magnificant  Lord  Don 
Cristobal  Colon  on  May  20,  1493,  by  the  Catholic  Sovereigns  Fernando

Fig.  20  shows  the  family  arms 
of  Columbus.  I found  no  di- 
rect indication  as  to  whether 
this  was  the  family  emblem, 
or  the  invention  of  Columbus 
as  a necessary  adjunct  for  the 
position  of  importance  and 
standing  that  he  strove  to  attain. 
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and  Isabella.  The  letters  patent  stated,  "you  may  place  above  your 
arms,  a castle  and  a lion  that  we  grant  you  for  arms,  viz.  the  gold 
castle  on  a green  field,  in  the  upper  quarter  of  the  shield  of  your 
arms,  on  the  dexter  hand;  and  in  the  other  upper  quarter  on  the  sin- 
ister hand,  a purple  lion  rampant  with  green  tongue  on  a white  field; 
and  in  the  other  quarter  below  on  the  dexter  hand,  some  gold  islands 
in  waves  of  the  sea;  and  in  the  other  quarter  below  in  the  sinister 
hand,  your  own  arms  which  you  are  accustomed  to  bear."  No  crest  or 
motto,  and  no  blazon  of  the  alleged  Colombo  family  arms. 

On  the  right  of  Fig.  21  is  the  signature  of  Columbus.  From  this  time 
onward  he  signed  nearly  all  letters  and  documents  in  this  manner.  The 
pyramid  of  letters  never  varied,  but  he  often  replaced  "Xpo  FERENS" 

(a  Graeco-Latin  form  of  Cristoforo)  by  "Almirante",  or  occasionally 
"Virey"  (Viceroy) . He  set  great  store  by  this  cipher  and  specified 
in  his  will  that  his  heirs  were  to  use  it  after  him,  but  he  never  ex- 
plained what  the  letters  stood  for.  Many  have  tried  to  decipher  the 
pyramid.  One  example  - perhaps  the  best  of  the  many  proposed  solutions

SUM  ALTISSIMI  SALVATORIS

(I  am  the  servant  of  the  most  Exalted  Saviour,  Christ,  Mary,  Jesus) 

The  arms  of  Columbus  in  1502 
(Fig.  22) , when  he  compiled  a 
Book  of  Privileges  for  the  bene- 
fit of  his  descendants,  includes 
several  changes.  The  most  sig- 
nificant change  was  to  make  the 
Chief  identical  with  the  royal 
arms,  by  placing  the  gold  castle 
on  a red  field,  and  bringing  the 
lion  rampant  in  accord  with  the 
lion  of  Leon.  In  the  lower 
dexter  quarter  there  is  an  emerg- 
ing continent  as  well  as  a 
cluster  of  islands, because  by 
this  time  Columbus  had  discovered 
Terra  Firma.  A new  sinister 
quarter  is  introduced,  consist- 
ing of  five  gold  anchors  placed 
horizontally  on  a blue  field, 
presumably  to  represent  the 
office  of  Admiral  of  the  Ocean 
Sea;  and  the  family  arms,  blazon- 
ed as  a blue  bend  on  a gold 
field  with  a red  chief,  are  relagated  to  an  arched  point  in  the  base, 
between  the  third  and  fourth  quarters. 

Fig.  23  (following  page)  is  an  approximation  of  how  the  Iberian 
Peninsula  was  divided  in  1492.  The  Portuguese  boundaries  have  remain- 
ed relatively  unchanged.  The  kingdoms  of  Castile  & Leon,  Aragon, 
Navarre  and  Granada  are  indicated. 

Ten  mints  are  known  to  have  operated  between  1475  and  1504.  Nine

locations  are  shown:  Burgos,  Segovia,  Cuenca,  Toledo,  Sevilla,  Gra- 
nada, Zaragoza,  Barcelona  and  Valencia.  The  location  of  Coruna  was 
probably  in  the  northern  part  of  Castile  & Leon. 


Burgos,  Sevilla,  Segovia  and  Toledo  struck  all  denominations  in  cop- 
per, silver  and  gold.  Barcelona  and  Valencia  struck  only  gold.  Dur- 
ing this  period  the  coinage  stabilized  around  the  copper  Ma raved i , 
silver  Real,  and  the  gold  Excelente.

Spanish  coins  of  this  period  are  not  dated  other  than  by  arms,  devices 
or  mint  marks  peculiar  to  the  Fernando  & Isabella  reign.  Fig.  24 
is  the  obverse  of  a Blanca,  or  half  Maravide,  made  of  copper.  This 
denomination  was  created  by  John  I,  of  Castile.  It  is  not  seen  again 
until  the  reign  of  Felipe  II,  1555-1598.  The  crowned  "F"  is  for  Fer- 
nando. They  vary  considerably  in  size  and  weight.  This  coin  is 
approximately  22mm  in  diameter,  weight  14.7  grains.  Legend:  FERNANDUS 
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hELISABT_G.  Fig.  25  displays  the  crowned  "Y"  for  Isabella.  The 
closed  "C"  under  the  "Y"  along  with  the  dots  in  the  field,  identify 
the  Cuenca  mint.  Legend:  REX  ET  REGINA  CAST  LEGION.

Fig.  26  is  a two  Maravedi  copper  coin,  also  minted  in  Cuenca.  It 
displays  the  castle  of  Castile.  It  is  a little  less  than  25mm  in 
diameter,  weight  2.268  gm.  Legend:  FERNANDUS  ELISBE,  which  follows 

the  apparent  rule  of  ending  the  legend  when  available  space  has  been 
filled.  The  reverse.  Fig.  27,  has  the  crowned  lion  of  Leon,  in  a 
circle  of  dots.  The  mint  mark,  a star  above  a vase  is  located  between 
the  lion's  legs.

A similar  coin  is  shown  in  Fig.  28,  also  from  Cuenca,  in  much  better 
condition,  and  larger.

Near  the  lower  right  side  of  the  castle 
there  is  a closed  "C"  and  immediately  under  the  castle,  a small  vase.

29,  received  a lot  of  wear,  but  the  "vase  and  star"  mintmark  of  Cuenca 
is  visible  above  the  crown.  Legend:  REX  ET  REGINA  CAST  LEG.

The  smallest  silver  coin  of  the  Fernando  & Isabella  reign  was  the  half 
Real,  Fig.  30.  The  obverse  has  the  "sheaf  of  arrows",  which  may  be 
seen  on  all  Spanish  silver  coins  of  this  period.  It  has  a foreshorten- 
ed legend,  the  king  was  omitted:  ET  REGINA  LEGIO  AR.  The  "ornate 

yoke"  is  used  for  the  reverse  design.  Fig.  31.  The  large  "S"  below  the 
yoke  (the  "S"  is  "tripld  struck)  is  a mintmark  for  Sevilla.  The  diameter 
20mm,  weight  1.393  gm.  Legend:  FERNANDUS  ET  ELISABE.

The  one  Real  silver  coins  of  this  period  apparently  were  struck  in 
large  quantities  - based  on  availability.  Fig.  32  shows  the  obverse 
of  one  minted  at  Burgos,  with  arms  of  Isabella  & Fernando.  The  arms 
include  castles  (for  Castile),  lions  (for  Leon),  vertical  stripes

(for  Aragon) , chains  (for  Navarre)  and  the  pomgranate  of  Granada  in 
the  arched  point  of  the  base.  The  coin  is  approximately  27mm  diameter, 
.weight  3.402  gm.  Legend:  FERNANDUS  ET  ELISA.  The  outer  circle  of 

dots  is  almost  complete,  indicating  much  less  clipping  than  on  most 
available  coins  of  this  period.  The  reverse  design.  Fig.  33,  includes 
the  combined  ornate  yoke  and  sheaf  of  arrows.  The  "x  + x"  at  the  top 
and  the  large  "B"  identify  the  Burgos  mint.  Legend:  D G REX  ET  REGINA 
CAST  LE  E LEGI  (error?). 

The  term  "Real"  was  derived  from  the  Latin  word  "Regalis",  which  means 
"royal".  The  meaning  of  "Real"  in  Spanish  is  the  same,  royal  or  king- 
ly. Thus  is  might  be  said  that  "Real"  is  a royal  monetary  unit.  Pedro 
I introduced  the  silver  Real  to  the  medieval  Kingdom  of  Castile  in 
1350.  Burgos  was  the  capital  of  Old  Castile  in  the  North.

Fig.  34  is  another  one  Real  coin.  It  was  minted  at  Toledo.  The  five 
dots  in  the  form  of  a cross  to  the  left  of  the  shield,  and  the  "T"  on 
the  right  are  the  marks  of  the  Toledo  mint.  The  arms  of  Fernando  & 
Isabella  will  be  about  the  same  on  all  of  the  following  coins.  Legend: 
FERNANDUS  ET  ELISABET  DEI  G.  The  ornate  yoke  and  sheaf  of  arrows  com- 
prise the  reverse  design,  Fig.  35,  on  all  the  following  coins.  The 
yoke  and  sheaf  of  arrows  are  royal  symbols  of  Fernando  & Isabella,  and 
as  badges  they  are  still  included  in  the  Spanish  coat  of  arms. 


There  are  several  interesting  meanings  for  the  yoke  and  sheaf  of  five 
arrows  in  the  Spanish  language,  but  in  view  of  the  times,  perhaps  the 
yoke  symbolizes  the  nuptial  tie,  and  the  sheaf  of  five  arrows  - the 
uniting  of  Castile,  Leon,  Aragon,  Navarre  and  Granada.  This  coin  has 
a diameter  of  27.6mm,  weight  3.340  gm.  Legend:  REX  ET  REGINA  CAST 

LEG 10  ARAGO  S.  (The  "S"  is  for  Sicilia.) 


A well  traveled  silver  one  Real,  Fig  36  (following  page),  but  one  which 
is  infrequently  encountered.  Legend:  FERNANDUS  ET  ELISABET  G.  The 

reverse,  Fig.  37,  has  the  usual  design  except  there  are  more  than  the 
usual  number  of  identifying  marks.  The  grid-like  symbol  represents  an 
aquaduct , the  mint  mark  of  Segovia.  There  is  an  "A"  on  the  right  side 
of  the  aquaduct,  and  the  symbol  to  the  left  is  worn  too  much  to  be 
positively  identified.  The  diameter  27.3mm,  weight  3.149  gm.  Legend:

One  more  silver  Real,  Fig.  38.  It  is  similar  to  the  others  except 
for  the  mintmark.

FERNANDUS  ET  hELISABET  G.  The  reverse  die.  Fig.  39,  is  quite  sharp, 
and  less  crude  than  many  others  of  the  period.  The  design  includes  a 
sheaf  of  seven  arrows.  This  may  be  a case  of  seeking  the  new  rulers 
favor,  by  acknowledging  Fernando's  overseas  dominions.  The  "G"  in  the 
field  stands  for  Granada.  The  diameter  25-26mm,  weight  3.324  gm. 
Legend:  REX  ET  REGINA  CAST  LIGION  ARA. 

A silver  two  Reales  minted  at  Sevilla,  Fig.  40.  The  "S"  mintmark  is 
on  the  left  of  the  shield,  and  the  denomination  is  on  the  right.

FERNANDUS  ET  ELISABET  DIEG.  The  reverse,  Fig.  41  (following  page),

However,  it  closely 
resembles  the  mark  of  P.  Tumbada,  of  Sevilla,  according  to  Cayon  &

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HERMANN  THE 
GERMAN

Hermann,  Irmin,  or  as  he  was  known  to  the  Romans,  Arminius,  was  of  the 
stuff  that  makes  heroes  and  legends.  Born  about  17  BC  (d-.  AD  21)  in 
the  area  of  north-central  Germany  near  Paderbom-Detmold  and  son  of 
one  of  the  chieftains  of  the  Germanic  tribes  living  in  what  are  now 
Westphalia  and  Hesse,  he  was  Roman  by  culture  and  upbringing.  Al- 
though the  Germanic  tribes  were  fiercely  independent  and  treasured 
their  freedom,  they  had  been  no  match  for  the  disciplined  military 
might  of  the  Roman  legions.  By  the  1st  century  AD  Rome  had  subjected 
most  of  the  known  world  and  had  occupied  central  Europe  as  far  north 
as  a line  between  the  Rhine  and  the  Danube,  which  they  defended  by  a 
fortified  line  that  called  the  "Limes". 

The  Roman  legions  stationed  in  Germany  at  this  time  were  under  the 
command  of  one  Publius  Quintilius  Varus,  schooled  in  governing  in 
Syria.  He  undertook  brutal  methods  similar  to  those  used  so  success- 
fully at  his  previous  post,  and  quickly  angered  the  people,  leading 
to  an  open  revolt.  Hermann  under  these  trying  circumstances  succeeded 
in  united  the  tribes  against  the  Romans  and  instituted  guerrilla  war- 
fare as  the  only  the  Germans  could  resist  the  might  of  Rome.  The 
oppressive  Varus  had  three  legions,  with  cavalry  and  Germanic  mercen- 
aries, all  consisting  of  veterans  at  the  highest  state  of  equipment 
and  training,  familiar  with  victory,  commanded  by  officers  of  proven 
valor  and  skill. 

Obviously  the  Germans  could  not  meet  the  Romans  in  open  battle  so  in 
9 AD  Hermann  skillfully  drew  the  Roman  army  (estimated  at  30-50,000 
men)  into  the  darkly  foreboding  fastness  of  the  Tuetoburger  Walde 
(or  Tuetoberg  forest).  Heavy  rains  made  the  country  all  the  more 
difficult  for  operations  by  the  heavily  armed  Roman  army.  Meanwhile, 
Hermann  secretly  directed  the  tribes  living  near  the  Weser  and  Ems 
rivers  to  open  revolt  and  to  Varus  the  revolt  merely  represented  a 
local  uprising  to  be  bloodily  suppressed  with  his  personal  attention. 

The  Romans  marched  eastward  along  the  course  of  the  Lippe  River.  For 
a time  the  route  lay  along  level  ground  but  on  arriving  at  the  area 
between  the  Lippe  and  Ems  the  country  became  rough  and  broken  with 
hills  separating  two  plains,  the  German-Polish  to  the  north  and  West- 
phalian to  the  south.  The  hills  give  an  impression  of  height  greater 
than  their  actual  500  meters  (1500  feet)  being  quite  steep  and  thickly 
covered  with  fine  decidious  trees,  and  probably  are  much  the  same  to- 
day as  when  the  Romans  marched  into  them  nearly  two  thousand  years  ago. 

Lured  on  by  the  Germans  the  long  array  of  Romans  left  the  firm  level 
ground,  impeded  by  an  immense  baggage  train  and  rabble  of  camp 
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followers  , and  began  winding  their  way  among  the  woods , ravines  and 
marshes.  The  earth,  sodden  by  prolonged  rainfall,  became  impractible 
for  cavalry  and  virtually  impassable  for  the  legions.  Into  this  tur- 
moil the  German  sprang  an  ambush  similar  to  the  tactics  used  by  Ameri- 
can Indians  in  later  centuries.  The  battle  that  followed  has  been 
considered  one  of  the  most  important  in  history.  Sir  Edward  S. 

Creasy  has  written  in  Fifteen  Decisive  Battles  of  the  World  "...that 
had  Hermann  been  supine  or  unsuccessful  our  Germanic  ancestors  would 
have  been  enslaved  or  exterminated ... " and  the  Anglo-Saxon  people 
"...would  have  been  cut  off  from  existence". 

Word  was  suddenly  passed  that  the  Roman  rear  guard  was  under  attack 
by  the  barbarians  , and  Varus  soon  saw  his  best  men  falling  around  him 
under  the  hail  of  missiles  from  the  woods  on  both  flanks.  His  lightly 
armed  auxiliaries,  mainly  Germanic,  quickly  deserted,  and  the  legion- 
naires could  not  deploy  on  the  wet,  soggy,  broken  terrain.  They  did, 
however,  force  their  way  forward  to  a relatively  dry  and  open  area 
where  they  formed  a defensive  hedgehog  for  the  night.  The  next  day 
Hermann  allowed  the  Romans  to  resume  their  march  and  amid  heavy  rains 
they  encountered  barricades  of  trees  Hermann  had  caused  to  be  felled 
across  their  line  of  march. 

Discouragement  and  fatigue  began  to  take  its  toll  of  the  iron  Roman 
discipline,  wagons  were  abandoned,  and  soldiers  left  their  ranks  to 
salvage  property.  At  this  point  Hermann  led  a general  attack  on  the 
disintegrating  Roman  army,  and  once  again  the  Romans  learned  the 
meaning  of  "Furor  Teutonicus"  as  the  fierce  shouts  of  the  Germans 
echoed  through  the  gloom  of  the  Teutoberger  forest.  Hermann's  men 
aimed  particularly  at  the  Roman  horses.  The  commander  of  the  Roman 
cavalry,  Numonius  Vala,  abandoned  the  infantry  in  a vain  hope  of 
escape.  Unable  to  keep  together  they  too  were  overpowered  and  destroy- 
ed . 


Varus  ordered  a retreat  in  an  effort  to  fall  back  on  the  Roman  garrison 
on  the  Lippe,  but  this  too  proved  impossible  and  caused  even  fiercer 
German  attacks  on  the  flanks  of  the  Roman  army.  Varus  was  severly 
wounded  and  committed  suicide  to  avoid  falling  into  the  hands  of  those 
he  had  oppressed.  One  general  fell  fighting  and  another  surrendered. 
However,  mercy  to  a fallen  foe  had  never  been  a Roman  virtue  and  now 
the  Romans  paid  the  full  penalty.  Few  if  any  survived,  and  Creasy 
says,  "Never  was  a victory  more  decisive,  never  was  liberation  more 
instantaneous  and  complete".  Because  Rome  feared  a barbarian  invasion 
the  Emperor  fell  into  a state  of  despondency  that  lasted  for  months 
leaving  Rome  without  leadership,  and  he  observed  mourning  to  the  end 
of  his  days  on  the  anniversary  of  this  great  disaster;  the  Legions 
XVII,  XVIII  and  XIX  were  never  replaced  and  the  numbers  never  used 
again. 

Hermann,  however,  did  not  follow-up  his  victory  with  an  invasion  of 
Rome.  Instead,  several  more  battles  were  fought  and  Hermann  remained 
undefeated,  leading  to  Rome's  final  renunciation  of  the  complete  con- 
quest of  Germany.  Emperor  Augustus  in  his  will  dated  AD  14  advised 
his  successor  Tiberius  "..to  be  satisfied  with  the  status  quo"  and  his 
advice  was  heeded. 

With  the  passage  of  time  the  importance  of  Hermann's  victory  was  recog- 
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nized  and  even  in  early  Britain  one  of  the  four  great  highways  was 
called  "Irrnin  Street".  Nearly  1800  years  after  the  decisive  victory 
a statue  was  erected  on  the  Grotenburg,  a wooded  hill  in  the  Teuto- 
burger  forest,  near  the  spot  where  the  battle  is  presumed  to  have 
occurred.  Built  between  1838  and  1875,  it  consists  of  a round  colon- 
naded building  which  forms  the  base  for  a gigantic  figure  of  the  armed 
Hermann,  with  shield  and  upraised  sword  of  vitory,  a total  of  53.44 
meters  (160  feet)  in  height.  The  sword  alone  weighs  11  centner  (1  cent- 
ner = 110.23  pounds)  and  is  7 meters  (23  feet)  long.  From  the  gallery 
of  the  base  there  is  a wonderful  panorama  of  the  surrounding  forest, 
the  town  of  Detmold  (pop.  30,000)  and  the  Weser  hills  (Weserbergland) . 

During  the  hyperinflation  period  that  followed  World  War  I in  Germany 
the  town  of  Detmold  issued  several  series  of  notgeld  notes.  It  is  an 
interesting  town  and  former  seat  of  the  Lippe  family  whose  history 
goes  back  to  the  12th  century.  Their  lords  became  counts  in  1528, 
princes  in  1720,  and  joined  the  German  Empire  upon  unification  in  1871, 
until  Leopold  IV  was  forced  to  abdicate  in  1918.  The  castle  dates  from 
the  16th  century,  and  the  town,  cradle  of  the  family  of  Prince  Bernhard 
of  The  Netherlands,  is  enlivened  by  students  of  its  Academy  of  Music. 
Coins  were  issued  by  Detmold  from  1803  to  1913  but  ceased  to  circulate 
with  the  abdication  of  Leopold-Biesterfeld,  who  died  in  1949. 

The  notgeld  of  Detmold  commemorates  Hermann  as  German  victor  and  unifier 
of  the  country  and  features  his  memorial  (Hermannsdenkmal)  on  two  series 
of  the  little  Serienscheine  (series  notes)  issued  in  1920.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  Hermann  has  also  been  honored  in  the  United  States  by  a 
similar  monument  erected  to  his  memory  and  victory  by  settlers  of 
German  descent  in  New  Ulm,  Minnesota. 


The  25  Pfennig  note  shows  a view  of  the  memorial  on  the  reverse  and 
slogan  "German  unity,  my  strength,  my  strength,  Germany's  might". 
Colors  are  blue,  red  and  black  on  greenish  paper.  On  the  obverse  the 
following  statement  is  found:  "The  city  treasury's  cash  desk  honors 
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Common  obverse  of  50  Pfennig  series 


and  standards  on  the  right.  Above  and  below  there  is: 


this  note.  It  will  become  worthless  1 month  after  being  recalled." 
and  endorsed  by  the  City  Council  of  Detmold,  Aug.  1920. 


Of  the  series  of  50  Pfennig  notes  issued,  there  are  ten  notes  in  each 
of  two  series  called  the  "Varusschlacht-Serie"  (Varus  battle  series) 
(Keller  219i  and  K-219k)  with  a third  variety  series.  Here  are  shown 
samples  of  the  series,  on  the  obverse  the  arms  of  Detmold,  date,  auth- 
orization and  serial  number.  On  the  reverse  the  silhouette  of  a Ger- 
manic warrior,  between  German  arms  framed  on  the  left  and  Roman  arms 
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"In  the  Teutoberger  woods,  ho! 

How  chilling  the  wind! 

Crows  flew  through  the  air  and 
There  was  a mouldering  scent 
As  though  of  blood  and  corpses" 

A second  note  of  the  series  shows  the  victorious  Germans  on  the  height 
of  a hill  with  dead  Romans  at  the  foot.  Above  and  below  there  is: 


"Alas!  that  was  a terrible  slaughter! 
They  slew  the  cohorts  all. 

Only  the  Roman  cavalry 
Were  able  to  get  away. 

Because  they  rode  on  horses" 
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The  third  note  shown  (previous  page)  in  this  series  shows  the  Hermann 
memorial  in  silhouette  above  the  forest.  Colors  on  all  these  notes 
are  black  and  grey  on  brownish  paper  with  red  highlights.  Above  and 
below  on  this  third  note  is  found: 


The  reference  to  Germany's  unity  is  especially  tragic  and  ironic  in 
view  of  her  fate  since  1945.

TURKISH  F.A.O.  COINS  FOR  1980

The  following  coins  have  been  issued  by  Turkey  as  F.A.O  pieces  dated 


The  5 and  2-1/2  Lira  and  the  5 Kurus  have  a design  of  fishermen  in  a 
boat  pulling  up  the  fishing  nets  out  of  the  sea.  All  this  is  set  in 
the  background  of  a broad  type  of  fish  (turbot?).  The  500  Lira  has 
the  familiar  woman  with  child,  reading,  on  its  obverse.  The  reverse 
of  the  500  Lira  has  in  3 lines  "500  / LIRA  / 1980"  within  a wreath 
of  wheat  on  the  left,  olive  on  the  right.  The  10  Kurus  has  the  fam- 
iliar bust  of  a Turkish  woman  in  costume  and  the  two  ears  of  wheat. 
The  5 Kurus  returns  to  the  fish  design.  In  this  last  the  "FAO"  is 
on  the  side  of  the  fishing  boat.  For  the  rest,  it  is  in  the  legend 
around  the  circumference.  The  legends  on  the  costumed  woman  10  Kurus 
are  as  usual.  The  legend  on  the  fish  coins  is: 

TURKIYE  CUMHURIYETI  KALKIMA  IflN  BALIKCILIK 
Ballk  is  a fish  - hence  "fishing". 

There  is  a name  (designer?)  in  the  square  below  the  tail  of  the  fish. 

When  we  lived  in  Turkey  in  the  30 's  and  40' s,  fish  was  the  main  pro- 
tein in  Istanbul,  including  the  more  expensive  swordfish,  red  mullet 
and  lobster.  It  was  also  cheap,  as  in  winter  when  shoals  of  horse 
mackerel  (palamut)  would  come  down  from  the  Black  Sea  in  a torpid 
state.  One  day  when  we  crossed  the  ferry,  one  fisherman  was  pulling 
them  out  by  the  tail!  They  were  5 Kurus  each  (then  about  Id)  and 
weighed  about  2 pounds. 

From  reports  in  the  60's  and  70's,  pollution  has  ruined  the  fishing 
industry  in  Istanbul.  The  "Golden  Horn"  (European  side,  inlet  run- 
ning quite  a ways  inland)  received  its  name  from  the  plentiful  fish 
supply  in  ancient  times.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

Standard  Catalog  of  V/orld  Paper  Money , Third  Edition3  by  Albert  Pick. 
1088pp,  illus.,  1980.  Published  by:  Krause  Publications,  Iola , 

Wisconsin  and  Battenberg  Verlag , Munich,  Germany.  $35.00. 

Expanded  from  704  to  over  1000  pages,  cloth  bound,  and  printed  on 
high-grade  slick  paper,  the  new  edition  of  Albert  Pick's  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Paper  Money  is  easy  to  handle  and  offers  the  user  a 
number  of  new  aids  in  addition  to  an  extensive  up-dating  of  world 
bank  note  issues.  There  is  included  previously  unlisted  countries 
as  well  as  many  very  early  issues.  The  total  number  of  countries 
listed  has  been  increased  from  271  to  over  300  and  notes  listed  from 
23,000  to  26,000. 

The  renumbering  necessitated  by  such  a massive  revision  has  fortun- 
ately been  kept  to  a minimum  and  any  confusion  can  easily  be  remedied 
by  use  of  the  exhaustive  index,  which  is  also  of  considerably  aid  in 
locating  such  elusive  items  as  countries  whose  names  have  been  changed 
or  privately  issuing  banks.  Military  and  special  issues  are  given 
separate  categories  under  the  country  of  issue.  The  Russian  entries 
have  received  a badly  needed  revision,  categorizing  Russia  by  regions, 
such  as  North  Caucus,  North  Russia,  South  Russia,  Transcaucasia, 
Ukraine  and  Crimea. 

Included  in  the  introductory  section  are  a glossary  of  terms  , several 
articles  of  specific  interest  to  the  collector,  and  a lengthy  biblio- 
graphy. At  the  head  of  each  country  listed  is  a small  map  to  show 
its  general  location  accompanied  by  a brief  historical  sketch. 

For  the  first  time  the  reverse  as  well  as  the  obverse  of  a note  is 
occasionally  illustrated.  Generally  the  quality  of  illustrations  in 
this  edition  are  not  as  good  as  those  in  the  previous  ones  and  varies 
widely,  with  prints  almost  illegibly  light  appearing  on  the  same  page 
with  prints  so  dark  as  to  obscure  details. 

In  summary,  the  author  has  provided  an  updated  "bible"  on  paper 
money  indispensible  to  dealer,  researcher  or  collector  alike.  If 
combined  with  Herr  Pick's  Papiergeld  Lexikon  no  other  references  would 
be  required.

HOARDS , Vol.  V , 1979.  Published  by  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  Obtainable  from  British  Museum,  Coins  & Medals  Dept., 
London,  England. 

This  latest  volume  made  its  appearance  in  June  of  1980  , being  a year 
behind  on  account  of  labor  troubles.  Volume  VI  for  1980  hopefully 
will  appear  this  year  and  be  caught  up.  For  the  benefit  of  those 
new  to  this  publication,  it  is  an  annual  series  of  hoards  (coins)  pub- 
lished in  book  form  (hard  cover)  by  the  Royal  Numismati  Society  of 
Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.  While  the  majority  of  hoards  list- 
ed (often  tucked  away  in  small  country  museums  or  listed  in  private 
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records)  are  those  which  have  made  an  appearance  in  the  last  five 
or  six  years,  some  listed  may  well  go  back  two  or  three  centuries. 

The  overall  plan  is  to  list,  eventually,  all  the  hoards  of  coins 
ever  found  anywhere  in  the  world. 

Many  are  merely  listed  by  name  of  country,  place  (if  known)  and  date. 
Next  is  the  date,  often  approximate,  of  the  coins  found,  thier  coun- 
try(ies)  of  origin,  how  found,  source  of  information.  In  this  partic 
ular  volume  some  14  hoards  are  written  up,  some  with  excellent  photo- 
graphs , some  of  detail,  some  just  very  briefly.  The  various  hoards 
are  grouped  under  Greek,  Celtic,  Roman  and  Byzantine,  Oriental, 
British  and  Irish,  Continental  (Europe).  The  number  concerned  may 
vary  from  one  item  to  many  thousands.  Included  in  the  information 
given  is  the  disposition,  the  most  common  entry  being  that  of  "com- 
merce". If  any,  or  all  the  specimens  are  in  a museum  or  private  col- 
lection, the  whereabouts  is  listed.  Often  the  only  information  is 
"dispersed".  Each  group  is  prefaced  by  a list  of  those  who  have  pro- 
vided the  information.  Sometimes  the  information  culled  is  taken 
from  a publication  in  the  country  of  origin,  or  where  ever  it  may 
happen  to  be  written  up  - if  it  has.  Each  section  has  its  own  editor 
usually  a specialist  in  that  area,  while  the  overall  editor  is  Mr. 
Jessop  Price  of  the  British  Museum.  The  hoard  with  the  most  details 
of  information  and  photos  (100  coins)  is  by  Colin  M.  Kraay  in  discuss 
ing  a hoard  of  Corinth  and  Leucas  from  northwest  Greece,  found,  in 
all  probability,  in  1964. 

Many  of  the  most  reputable  dealers  have  either  provided  the  listing 
of  any  such  material  that  has  passed  through  their  hands;  or  made 
them  available  to  some  specialist  in  their  own  country.  Steve  Album 
has  made  known  a great  deal  of  very  valuable  information  on  Islamic 
hoards  that  have  passed  through  his  hands.  This  is  the  more  valuable 
in  that  in  the  past,  so  many  Islamic  hoards  have  had  no  account  at 
all  given  of  them.  Islamic  hoards,  like  those  of  India,  are  often 
invaluable  to  historians  of  a given  area  as  they  quite  often  provide 
the  only  written  knowledge  of  rulers'  names,  their  dates  and  periods, 
territory  ruled  and  so  on. 

In  a way  this  is  a companion  piece  to  the  Numismatic  Literature  that 
the  American  Numismatic  Society  publishes  each  year,  for  in  many 
cases  the  piece  of  literature  concerned  does  deal  with  a specific 
hoard.  A third  publication  of  this  type  is  making  its  debut  shortly, 
the  Tresor  Monetaires  of  the  Societe  francaise  de  Numismatique . 

This  has  as  an  aim  the  detailed  publication  of  various  hoards  in  much 
greater  depth  than  does  the  RNS  volume  Hoards. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  value  of  these  publications  far  outweighs 
what  it  does  for  numismatics,  in  that  they  make  exceedingly  valuable 
information  available  for  historians,  whether  economic  or  straight 
history.  They  are  also  invaluable  in  that  they  seek  to  cover  the  en- 
tire world,  making  available  to  scholars  and  collectors  information 
and  literature  that  they  would  never  come  across  in  their  own  area, 
whether  because  of  the  language  problem,  or  the  fact  that  such  infor- 
mation just  is  not  available  in  their  particular  country.

EARLY  COINS  IN  AUSTRALIA 

by  David  G.  Briggs,  Meredith,  New  Hampshire,  NI  # 1444 

One  of  the  earliest  coins  used  in  Australia  was  the  Spanish  dollar  or 
"piece  of  8"  reals.  A shipment  of  them  was  sent  from  England  in  1792. 
Each  was  valued  at  about  five  shillings.  But  because  of  the  currency 
shortage  and  the  trading  opportunities  presented  by  visiting  ships 
with  commodities  not  produced  in  Australia,  such  early  coinage  left 
the  country  in  trade  almost  as  soon  as  it  arrived.  Other  foreign 
coins  in  use  there  about  1800  included  Portuguese  Johannas,  Indian 
rupees,  Ceylon  pagodas,  and  Dutch  guilders,  gold  mohurs , and  ducats. 
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
